It makes its practition- 
ers millionaires. 

Unheralded African 
players had to take a 
different approach. 
They landed in Europe 
mainly because they 
were a lot cheaper than 
the top local players. 
And often they per- 
formed better. 

They honed their 
skills, and slowly the 
African nations are 
catching up. 


But even if Cameroun 
stunned the world with 
its two wins, critics say 
something got lost along 
the way. 

“African soccer in- 
creasingly looks less 
African, and no longer 
represents our basic 
qualities,” Cameroun 
goalie Joseph-Antoine 
Bell has said. “‘Euro- 
pean coaches leave for 
Africa with all kind of 
theories, but they know 
nothing of the African 
mentality.” 

But who can now 
doubt the tactics of 
Cameroun's Soviet 
coach Valery Nepom- 
niaci? 

He has curbed the 
free-flowing but often 
inefficient African style 
with stringent European 
realism.

has reached its potential 
yet,” he says, 

As late as the 1970s, 
Africa played with more 
reckless abandon, but 
Zaire lost 9-0 to, Yugos- 
lavia in the 1974 World 
Cup.

Reducing Brazil's 
striking force from three 
to two was seen as blas- 
phemy at home and all- 
time great Pele blasted 
Lazaroni for his tactics.

Costa Rica became a 
factor at the World Cup 
after Yugoslav coach 
Bora Milutinovic taught 
it stringent — and often 
boring — defence. 


Brazil's Mario Zaga- 
lo, meanwhile, turned 
the United Arab Eirates 
from outsiders into 
World Cup qualifiers, 
“thanks to a super de- 
fence and perfect 
organisation,” he said. 

His compatriot Carlos 
Alberto Parreira led 
the UAE in the World 
Cup, but with little 
success, 

South Korea wanted 
to hire Belgian veteran 
coach Guy Thys for the 
World Cup, but Thys 
thought it a bit too exo- 
tic. He rejoined the Bel- 
gian team and is already 
in the second round. 


“El Loco” setting 
bright new trend 


COLOMBIAN goaikeeper Rene Higuita is known in his home- 


land as “El Loco,” the “Crazy One.” 


But Higuita'’s un- 
orthodox style is gain- 
ing respect among 
some World Cup 
coaches and is making 
the goalkeeper one of 
the more popular stars 
in the World Cup. 

“Higuita is bringing 
something new to soc- 
cer,” said Yugoslav 
coach Ivica Osim after 
his team beat Col- 
ombia 1-0 last 
Thursday. 

West Germany man- 
ager Franz Becken- 
bauer says Higuita is 
“a very sure goalkeep- 
er and an extraordin- 
ary personality.” 

Higuita won cheers 
of approval from Col- 
ombian and other fans 
watching his team's 
match against Yugos- 
lavia by making more 
than a dozen forays far 
into the field to clear 
the ball. 


While his style of 
goalkeeping could be 
risky, Higuita stopped 
several dangerous 
Yugoslav attacks. 

He ran to the sides 
of the field to kick 
away the ball before 
the Yugoslavs could 
get to it. He ran far out 
into the midfield and 
sometimes even en- 
gaged in a couple of 
dribbles to carry the 
ball away from his 
goal. Once or twice he 
used his head to clear. 

Higuita also demon- 
strated his agility on 
the line when he stop- 
ped a penalty kick 
from Yugoslavia’s 
Faruk Hadzibegic. 

“Many teams would 
like to have. a 
goalkeeper like 
Higuita,” Osim said. 
“He is a good 
goalkeeper but he is 
also a good sweeper.” 

Colombia plays with 
a four-man defensive 
line, without a regular 
sweeper. But Higuita’s 
excursions outside the 
area effectively do the 
job usually given to a 
Sweeper, 

“You have to think 
of new ways to play 
against Higuita, be- 
cause his ms con- 
fuse strikers,” Osim 
said. 

The 23-year-old 
Medellin native with 
long dreadlocks says 
he would like one day 
to play for one of the 
great Italian clubs, 
such as Napoli, Juven- 
tus or Milan,

DIEGO MARADONA 


Every four years, the 
finals provide a stage on 
which world attention is 
focused for the best 
players to pit their 
talents and techniques 
against the rest. 

Inevitably, one comes 
through, as Italy's Paolo 
Rossi did in 1982 and 
Argentina's Diego 
Maradona in 1986, to be 
unanimously declared 
the world’s number one, 

So far, the obvious 
candidates have been 
conspicuous more for 
their lack of form than 
for their scintillating 
soccer skills 

The soccer world 
boasts three authentic 
superstars in Maradona 
and Dutchmen Ruud 
Gullit and Marco van 
Basten, Not only has 
the expected supernova 
failed to explode, no 
member of the trio has 
even twinkled brightly. 

Maradona, plagued 
by niggling injuries and 
surrounded by lesser 
talents who cannot read 
his game, looked a lost 
and forlorn figure 
stranded in the Argen- 
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tine attack as his side 
struggled painfully to 
qualify for the second 
round. 

Maradona, however, 
showed glimpses of his 
class when, despite in- 
jury, he set up Argen- 
tina’s winning goal 
against Brazil. 

As for Gullit and van 
Basten, they have ex- 
ited prematurely after 
losing to, West Germany 
on Monday morning. 


In their absence, 
there has been no short- 
age of condidates jost- 
ling for a place in the 
limelight. 

The erstwhile teenage 
prodigy Enzo Scifo has 
been a revelation in 
midfield for an asto- 
nishingly accomplished 
Belgian side. Still only 
24, Scifo almost 
vanished into obscurity 
after excellent perform- 
ances at the 1984 Euro- 
pean championship and 
1986 World Cup. 

Carlos Valderrama, 
1987 South American 
Player of the Year, has 
shown dazzling techni- 
que to lift Colombia 
into the last 16 for the 
first time ever. 

The world’s most ex- 
pensive player Roberto 
Baggio of Italy, only 23 
and worth $18 million 
according to, Juventus 
who have just signed 
him, soared to 
worldwide fame like a 
comet as he scored the 
goal of the tournament 
so far on his World Cup 
debut against Czechos- 
lovakia. 

His extravagant skills 
could make him a new 
Rossi but he faces a 
challenge to emerge as 
the unquestioned star of 
his own team from 
gifted midfielders 
Roberto Donadoni and 
Giuseppe Giannani, not 
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wondering who will 
to mention libero 
Franco Baresi. 

Romanian midfield 
ace Gheorghe Hagi, for 
whom Real Madrid 
have just laid out 
$A5.12 million, almost 
tore Argentina apart 
single-handedly on 
Monday and could 
make a huge impact if 
he maintains such out- 
standing form. 

But the player who 
has made the most im- 
pression so far is prob- 
ably West German cap- 
tain Lothar Matthaus 
despite a quiet game 
against Colombia. 

The Inter Milan mid- 
fielder, often criticised 
in the past for failing to 
stamp his personality on 
the big tournaments, 
has met every demand 
this time, driving his 
team to some superb 
attacking displays and 
scoring three cracking 
goals himself. 

If the big three are 
looking nervously over 
their shoulders, their 
gaze is almost certainly 
on the West German.

IN a country renowned for its wine, World Cup fans have been reduced to boasting their 
teams’ victories with mineral water and orange soda. 


The ban on alcohol 
sales on game days has 
not only frustrated fans 
and tourists but angered 
restaurant and bar own- 
ers across the country. 

It also has irritated 
wine producers, who as 
World Cup sponsors 
find their dreams of 
promoting their pro- 
ducts at odds with the 
prohibition to drink 


them. 


Minister of the In- 
terior Antonio Gava 
announced the alcohol 
ban in response to initial 
cases of violence by 
drunken fans. The Gov- 
ernment has left it up to 
local officials to decide 
how to enforce the ban. 

Local police chiefs 
have done just that, 
leaving tourists and resi- 
dents alike confused be- 
cause of varying restric- 
tions among the 12 host 
cities. 


In Milan, the sale of 
alcohol by restaurants| 
bars and supermarkets 
is prohibited from 8am 
until closing time on the 
days of home matches 
In Rome, the ban is in 
effect from 7am until 
midnight. It is also en- 
forced at all airports, 
train stations, ports and 
highways in the Rome 
area on match days and 
other designated days 
when English and

In Cagliari, Sardinia, 
the city considered most 
at risk from violent fans, 
officials have prohibited 
liquor sales also on the 
days preceding and 
following a match. The 
ban also is enforced on 
all ferries that connect 


Sardinia with the penin- 
sula. 

Florence and Palermo 
have restricted sales in 
the entire province, 
while in Bari the restric- 
tion only affects the city 
itself. Naples, Genoa, 
Verona and Udine were 
all reluctant at first but 
have decided to comply 
with the regulations. 
Naples and Palermo, 
however, have made 
special concessions for 
private ceremonies such 
as baptisms, 

Only Turin and 
Bologna have modified 
the intial bans. Turin, 
which originally prohi- 
bited alcohol sales in the 
city and 15 outlying 
communities, has since 
decided to allow diners 
to have wine with lunch 
and dinner. The pro- 
hibition extends from 
3pm to 8pm on game 
days. 

Officials in Bologna 
decided that alcohol 
could be served from 
2pm until 8pm when 
Yugoslavia and the Un- 
ited Arab Emirates play 
a Spm (local time) 
match. 

In restaurants in the 
centre of Rome, where 
enforcement has been 
tough, there are stories 
of weddings toasted 
with mineral water. 
Newspapers reported 


that one well-known re- 
staurant had to turn 
down the request of US 
Ambassador Peter Sec- 
chia for a glass of pro- 
seco, a sparkling wine. 

The same depriva- 
tion, however, has been 
spared some. Italian 
politicians continued to 
refresh themselves at 
the bars at both the 
House and the Senate 
buildings during prohi- 
bited days, according to 
a leader of the Radical 
Party, Giovanni Negri. 

In response to the te- 
strictions, some re- 
staurateurs have found 
ingenious evasions, 
disguising white wine in 
bottles of mineral water 
or hiding it in milk 
cartons. 

Diners have grateful- 
ty forsaken the pleasure 
of eating outdoors to sip 
wine inside the re- 
staurant and away from 
the watchful eyes of the 
police. 

Restaurant operators 
complain that the pro- 
hibition is hurting the 
wrong people — law- 
abiding citizens instead 
of rowdies. According 
to Giorgio Bodoni, the 
president of the 
Association of Re- 
staurant Owners of 
Rome: “It is obvious 
that those who want to 
drink, drink",
